San BERNARDINO, Feb, 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.|} Additional news of 
damage by the flood comes in from all 
quarters.

the Santa Fé bridze on the Redlands 
branch. The Southern Pacific bridge 
on the Santa Ana River is partially 
destroyed.

The pipé@ line for Rivyerside’s 
domestic, supply is damaged also, so 
tbat Riverside now has no water sup- 
ply, and will have none till repairs can 
be made. 

The American schoolhouse on Lytle 
Creek went down with the flood. 

Several houses and barns along 
Lytie Creek were washed away and 
many acres of valuable property. The 
County Hospital grounds were washed 
away very badiy. 

The train from Barstow due yester- 
day could not arrive, and the Mojave 
River is reported five feet ligher than 
ever before known. 

All families between town and 
Lytle Creek south of the city have left 
their houses and moved into town, 
some moving during the night. 

One hundred feet of the Southern 
Pacific track between Colton and the 
round house were washed out. 

The rainfall for the season is 15.82 
inches; for February, 7.78 ‘inches. 
This storm is more severe here than 
the great storm of February, 15884, 
that washed out the Temecula cajion. 
No lives have been lost so far as 


known. 


REPORTS FROM COLTON. 


Streams Overflowing—Bridges Swept 
Away—Houses Wrecked. 

Feb, 23.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} It commenced raining 
here about 1:30 p. m. yesterday, and 
has rained incessantly since. ‘The 
total rainfall for the storm is 2:95, 
and itis still raining hard. All rivers 
and streams are running full. 

Rivers and creeks are higher ‘than 
they have been known to be for years. 
The followiug bridges were wholly or 
partly washed away: Southern lacific, 
across the Santa Ana River; Calitornia 
Southern, across the Santa Ana River 
at two crossings and also across Lytle 
Creek; the street railroad bridge 
across Lytle Creek, also the motor 
road’s bridges across the same and the 
Santa Ana River. 

Several spans of the Riverside flume 
across the Santa Ana River are gone. 

Several houses on the banks of the 
river have been washed away. Much 
damage is expected. No trains are 
running. 


WRECK OF THE ELIZABETH. 


Mate Parclay’s Narrative of the 
Death of Capt. Colcord. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb, 23.—|By the 
Associated Press.] Mate Barclay, one 
of the survivors of the ship Elizabeth, 
wrecked near the Golden Gate, last

Since Sunday, 


The City Entirely Cut Of From Out- 
side Communication. 


The Loss of Tresties and Bridges 
—Uncertainty About the Con- 
dition of the Roads— 
Flood Notes. 


‘All of yesterday Los Angeles was com- 
pletely isolated from the rest of the world, 
and, a@ far as the running of trains was 
concerned, the railroads in this section ob- 
served the holiday. No trains have come 


into this city or departed from any of the 
| stations since Sunday afternoon excepting 
the locals running to the towns on the 
beach. Not alone on the tracks was trafiic 
stopped, but the telegraph wires on all sides 
were grounded and there was no way of 
communicating with other places. Beyond 
what had occurred here in the city and near 
by the officials of the railways had no idea 
whatever of the extent of damage on their 
lines, or even the whereabouts and condi- 


the way. No such uncertainty and sus- 
pense has been felt in railroad circles since 
last winter, when a somewhat similar conii- 
tion existed, 

What the high water did along the lines 
of the overland routes can as yet be but 
guessed at, for obvicus reasons. Whether 
trains are hewmed in between washouts or 
are in the ditch, no one here could say yes- 
terday. Nor conld any one say whether the 
damage could be repaired in a day, a week 
oramonth. Everybody simply waited and 
hoped, while operators industriously tried 
the wires to find an answering signal from 
some distant station. 

Of what happened in Los Angeles and 
environs more is known. ‘The river, which 
up to 6 o'clock Friday evening did pot 
threaten a flood, began to rise rapidly at 
midnight, and the volume aud force of the 
water continued to increase throughout the 
early morning, until it had created consid- 
erable havoc. ‘Ihe levees of sand, faced 

with timber next the stream, were a vuiner- 
able point of attack for the floud, the water 
burrowing beneath the planking and wash- 
ing away the sanu levee. 

A large force of wen with sand bags 
worked diligently at repairing the break 
where the ievees had begun to melt away, 
and their strenuous exertions prevented 
serious damage. ‘Ihe Southern Pacific’s 
temporary trestie, on the San Fraupisco 
line, the same which caused so much dam- 
age a year ago, caught such a mass of drift 
that a dam was formed which finaly 
yielded to the force and went down stream, 
sailing beneath the Sauta Fé bridge without 
touching that structure. A section of if 
about one hundred and fitty long, lodged 
against an iron pier of the Downey avenue 
viaduct, where it yet remains. 

. The Santa Fé bridge was slightly strained, 
but it was put back in shape auring the 
afternoon, permitting awrecking train to 


4 cross on its way toward San Bernardino to 


repair the damage on thatline. A portion 
ofthe bridge over the Arroyo Seco was 
damaged to such an extent as to become 
impassable. The Southern Pacific’s bridge 
for the Yuma liue was also injured by the 
combined force of waterand débris. LBe- 

ond the damage to the bridges across the 

os Apgeles River the only other similar 
loss detinitely known wes that of the 
Southern Pacific bridge at Monte, which 
was destroyed. 

‘The Terminal road suffered severely, not 
only to its right-of-way on the sand levees 
before referred to, but along the road to 
Pasadena, where several large gaps were 
washed out beneath the tracks. About 
sixty feet of the Garvanza toll bridge went 
down the stream, and caving banks threat- 
ened the Kuhrtz-street bridge, 

The officials of the railroad companies 
lost no time in putting forces to work pro- 
tecting their property aod repairing dam- 
age, and unless the trouble was very serious 
along the line traffic need not be long 
blockaded. 

DEFYING THE COMMISSION. 

The State Railroad Commission has re- 
ceived an answer to its order demanding a 
restoration of the old low commutation 
rates on the Terminal and Santa Fé roads, 
between Los Angeles and Pasadena. The 
reply came from the Terminal company and 
was in the form of ap ordivary communica- 
tion. It said simply that the road does not 
recognize the commission’s order, and 
would pay no attention to it, and that the 
whole matter, so far as the road was con- 
cerned, had been placed ip the hands of 
Judge Brunson of Los Angeles and that he 
would attend to the road’s interests iu the 
courts. It is the first time since the crea- 
tion of the commission that it bas received 
asiap in the face like that, soit is com- 
pelied to respond. The matter will go into 
the courts, and the case will be watched 
with considerable interest. It wili deter- 
mine the power of the commission. It will 
wakeor break it. Judge Brunson bas been 
for many years the attoroey ofthe Santa 
Fé, As that road ig interested 
| equally withthe Terminal the ficht will 
bea spirited one. It means fight to the 
| finish. Either the railroads will be taught 
' to respect the mandate of the commission or 
that august body will go to the eternal bow- 
wows.

The Work of Decorating the} 


Pavilion. 


HOW IT WILL BE ARRANGED. 


Framework forthe Various Special 
Designs Being Prepared. 
Probable Cost of 
the Enterprise. 


The ladies of the Annex and the W. R. C.

work at the pavilion yesterday afternoon, 
avd before dark made a large quantity of 
cypress rope and other materials to be. used 
in decorating the building. 
plenty of work throughout the week for all 
who are willing to serve. 

Carpenters have been busy duriug the 
past iew days on the greatarch that is to 
represent Los Angeles county in the show. 
It will be hoisted into position tomorrow 
and the work of decorating it will begin 


soon. 

Work is i& progress on several of the Los 
Angeles county designs. The framework 
for Duarte is nearly finished. ‘The Veroon 
packing house begins to take shape on the 
stage. 

Word has been received from a number of 
outside localities that work is well under way 
‘The washoutsdelayinug maiis and holding 
back people who had piauned to come into 
town occasioned usa littie inconvenience 
yesterday and has delayed the work in 
some cases. 

L. T. Fisher of Santa Monica came in 
yesterday to show a very handsome picture 
of the proposed design for Santa onica, 
Superintendent Hanchette arranged fora 
tavorable location for the display, and 
several young ladies are expected in from 
Santa Monica in a day or two to begin on 
the work. 

A local weather prophet calling himself 
“Old Peanut,” who foretold the last storm 
successfully, now asserts that March 3, the 
opening day of the fair, will be.the occasion 
of a worse storm than the one just com- 
pleted. Hewrites warping the manage- 
ment and advising that the fair be post- 


poned. 

It will not be tponed. It will open 
March 3 in spite of the prediction of “Old 
Peanuts.”’ 

‘The decorators are very much in need of 
orange foliage, to used in connection 
with citrus fruit in working out designs, 
it has been suggested that there are many 
half-deserted orange orchards that would be 
none the worse tor a good deal of pruning, 
and aman with a wagon wili probably start 
out toward the end of the week and hunt 
them out. 

PROBABLE COST OF THE FAIR. | 

lt may cost more to conduct a citrus fair 
in the northern citrus belt than it does in 
this end of the State, but the chances are 
that the figures will not vary to any great 
extent and for the benefit of the manugers 
of the fair which opens in this city on the 
3rd of next month, it may not be out of 
piace to show the exact cost of the Marys- 
ville fair, which closed a few weeks ago. in 
a letter to Commissioner Hancock tue 
manager of the Marysville fair says: 

“] have been trying for two days to fish 
out of the mess ot bilis the cost of the differ- 
ent fair designs. 

“The Moorish temple cost $125; that is, 
the construction of the frame amounted to 
that much, which includes lumber, labor, 
painting (coveripg the wood with a laven- 
der-colored wash), mill work and designing. 
‘There were 16,000 oranges used to cover the 
temple, also a quantity of evergreens and 
magnolia-tree leaves. 

“The windmill frame, gearing and pipes 
for pump, tank for lake, wooden base, vases 
and palms tor landscape, cost about $255. 
About 2000 oranges and lemons, 300 pounds 
of biack figs, several boxes of large green 
Osage oranges, and a quantity of red applies 
and evergreens were used in the decora- 
tions. Weuseda Shipman coal-oil engine 
to work the fansand run the pump. We 
had a special engineer employed two weeks. 
His salary is not in the above estimate. 
There were several! little things used in con- 
nection with the will that increased the 
cost; for instance, the rocks in the cascade 
over which the water poured was lit with a 
colored incandescent electric light. There 
was ab orange tree planted in the mill yard 
that had its crop of oranges still hanging 
on the tree. hen all these little things 
are figured on the cost is swelled very much. 

“The Sutter Fort cost for lumber and 
carpenter work about $60; the cannons 
were specially turned and cost about $5. 
Frame for the ‘bear’ that stood on the top 
cost $2.50. When tbe fort frame was fin- 
ished it was turned .over to Co ny 
About eight thousand oranges and lemons 
were used by the boys as well as a vast 
quantity of evergreen rope and evergreens 
in the decorations. 

“The Chronicie building frame lumter 
and labor cost $125; and 12,000 oranges were 
used to cover it. 

The labor on decorations of the Chronicle 
building was given without charge. At 
one time, it wastwo evenings before the 
fair opened, there were 100 young men at 
work on the Chronicle building. They 
fairly swarmed over it, and the building 
changed its appearance and took on its 
beautiful decorations as if by magic. The 
same way with the temple and the wind- 
milland the fort, as wellas the exhibits. 
When it came to putting on the decorations 
no charge was made for or account kept of 
labor. in factit was not labor, it was a 
work of love on the part of the entire pop- 


ulace. 

Those exhibits on the north side, the 
“Karr,” *“Colmena,” “Wearman” and on 
the south side, Mrs. Rogers, “‘The Con- 
vent,” were all arranged under the aus- 
pices of the four managers; the cost of ar- 
ranging and decorating these was nothing, 
that is no charge was made for labor. 

The following materials were used: 
165,000 tacks were used; 22,000 feet fine 
wire; 25,600 wire rings for oranges, 95,000 
wire nails; 120,000 oranges for decorations; 
5900 lemens for decorations; 9000 seed- 
ling red apples; 1500 dried figs for 
decorations; 2700 large green Osage oranges; 
150 large yellow pumpkins; 1500 pounds 
yellow corn in ear; 7920 feet (1}¢ miles) 
evergreen rope for decorations, (tnanufac- 
tured by the ladies); 142 incandescent elec- 
tric lights and 10 arc electric lights.

motion tora change of venue, Lockwood 
has already been tried once in Los Angeles 
couuty upon this charge, the jury standing 
eleven for conviction and one for acquittal.

It was this testimony that 
mystified the jurg. 

pou the strength of this sworn declara- 
tion of Mr. Lindley’s, it is claimed that an 
endeavor wili be made to recover from him 
the amount of some of the forged notes. 

For some time past the rumor has been 
current that Mr. Lindley would not dare to 
go op the stand and testify against Dam- 
ron.

THE LOGICAL RESULT. 


Murderers Go Free and Murders 
Become Frequent. 
Francisco Examiner. | 


The 
sweeping over the State is a little re- 
markable—even for California. it is 
nothing more than is to be expected, 
however. Itcan be traced to its cause 
readily. There are plenty of murders 
in the State because murder brings 
little fear of punishment. Last year 
to some thirty-four murders in this 
city we hanged one man, and he 
was a@ Chinaman. The murders in 
the State were near a hundred and the 
hangings did» not reach hall 
dozen. Many of our man-killers and 
women-killers were sent to prison, but 
that has little meaning for those who 
have seen the wholesale operations of 
the pardon bureau under a Waterman, 
Some are sentenced to be hanged, but 
with appeals, delays, new trials, 
changes of venue aud the slightest 
technical error accepted by the appel- 
late court as a proof positive of injus- 
tice done, the murderer is usually 
turned loose after a longer or shorter 
interval to resume his profession on 
the scene of his crime, or to go whither 
he pleases. 

The policy of American law inregard 
to murderers is dictated by a senti- 
mental idea of the sanctity of human 
lite. But this policy is responsible for 
many more deaths than it prevents. 
It has brought it to pass that a murder 
may be contemplated with less dread 
of consequences than the —s of a 
bank draft or the stealing of a coat. 
The dread of punishment, therefore, 
hardly operates as a bar when an un- 
scrupulous person wants to put aD 
enemy out of the way. 

If punishment followed the crime 
promptly—if the guilty murderer knew 
that he would be on the gallows before 
three months, as be would know it he 
were in England—there would be a 
great decrease in the number of homi- 
cides. England and Wales with over 
24,000,000 population had in 1889 190 
cases of murder, including seveuty- 
five of infanticide, while California 
with one-twentieth the po pulation has 
half asmany. In the Oalilornia pro-

have 1900 murders during the vear. - 

The citizens of San Francisco may 
recall the sudden spasm of energy in 


the courts, and the prosecutions that — 


followed the popular outburst over the 
murder of the school-girl, Mamie 
Kelly, by Alexander Goldenson. There 
was some good work done in convict- 
ing criminals at that time, and for 
several months murders were few. 
The way to put astop to murders is 


to hang murderers,: It cannot be done 


by following the policy of mawkish

FARM TOPICS. 


California Fruit in New York. 
American Cultivator. | 

The following letter. was addressed 
by the writers to the Puoexix, (Ariz.,) 
will be read with interest iu California, 
for it relates to our products in New 
York during the last season. 

Apricots.—We do not believe this 
fruit ever will do well here, because 
we. find much of this fruit loses a great 
deal of its flavor after being seven days 
in the cars. When shipped in venti- 
lated cars, it of course has to be put in 
green and then it arrives here some- 
times green, sometimes just right, but 
generally ripe and with rot. When 
taken from the car it almost melts over 
night,.and is unsatisfactory fruit for 
our buyers to deal in. When it comes 
from refrigerators it can be put in 
riper in California, and arrives bere in 
almost precisely the same condition as 
when it started. This fruit comes in 
hot weather and when taken from the 
refrigerator melts as mentioned above. 
To dry or evaporate, it seems to us 
that the apricot is the finest fruit pro- 
duced in your part of the country, and 
it bas a heavy future in this way, but 
notin the green state, as far as the ex- 
treme East is concerned. 

Peaches.—Last season we had abso- 
lutely none grown around here, and do 
not believe we ever will have again 
such crops as we have had in the past, 
because from one catse or another, 


the trees and orchards are doing badly, | 


and growers are disgusted. otwi 


«standing this, the California crop did 


stand up quite long enough, evon in 
the hottest of weather, and our street 
stands of this and adjoining cities will 
take an immense quantity of them. 
Grapes—The Tokay is the grand 
grape for this city and sells far above 
all other varieties. Verdels and Mus- 
cats are not liked and never will be 
liked bere, in fact our people do not 
care for a white or green colored 
Grape. In California our Mr. 
ay was told, iast January, that the 
Muscat grape was better than the 
‘lokay, but he told the spoaker that 
the grapes were not sent here for the 
agents to eat, but to make money for 
the shippers, and as long asthe New 
York people wanted the Tokays and 
would pay high prices for them agaiust 
low prices for thé so-called superior 
Muscat or Verdel, then we believe 
the Tokay should come. We believe 
the Tokay improves on the way here, 
and should always come ina ventilated 
cur, never in arefrigerator. ‘The Em- 
peror and Cornichoao are good grapes 
for New York, but the other varieties 
like Ferrera, Malaga, Malvoise, Fon- 
tainebleau, Rose ot Peru, White Mal- 
aga, Verdeland Muscat are tio good. 
Piums.—All large sized, dark col- 
ored plums do well and will continue 
to do well here, but no small sized or 
green colored plum should be sent this 
way. Few of our people know the 
name and do not care as long as it isa 
big dark colored plum. It isa Califor- 
nia plum and that is enough for them. 
The future of this business in this city 
is wonderful because in the past Chi- 
cago has had it almostall and New 
York bas been neglected, but we have 
within 100 miles of this city fully 5,000,- 
000 people,and will bet a big apple that 
one-tenth of them have never had Cali- 
fornia fruit. They havo seenit and 
porbaps tasted it, but as far as any 
consumption of the fruit is concerned 
they have not been init. There have 
been received in this ro this season. 
about six hundred and fifty carloads of 
various California fruits,and we be- 
lieve they bave averaged not far from 
$1300 gross per car, many running from 
to $2300 gross per car. When 
cars were delayed, especially if they 
had apricots, peaches or Bartlett pears 
in ventilated cars,and therefore ar- 
rived bere. in bad shape, they sold 
low, trom $600 to $800 gross. 
Freight from California is $520 per 
car on single car passenger trains, six 
days ond a half through, but if ten cars 
went to Chicago and five of them came 
on to New York, then the freight was 
$440 per car always of 20,000 pounds of 
fruit. On freight train, taking about 
twelve days, the freight was $300 per 
carand almost all the refrigerators 
came inthis way, but it costs from 
$150 to $175 extra for the use of refrig- 
erators by the California Fruit Trans- 
portation (C. F. T.) and the Goodell 
cars. We have had a heavy season 


-} and our California friends are pleased 


over the result,so that we have every 
hope next season to increase this busi- 
ness largely. Webave the city and 
andthe people, and they have the 
money in their pockets, so that more 
money can be had sent back from this 
city than can be bad from any other 
city in the United States, always pro- 
vided thetruit is sent. New York 
buyers are: peculiar and they will not 
have common quality of fruit, but if 
fancy stock comes they go wild over it 
aud that is what we try duy and night 
to hammer into the heads of our people 
in California, who seem te think that 
in this big market any kind of fruit 
would sell well.

The use of sunflower seed for poultry 
in making hens lay has often been 
commended. Butif ground it is also 
an excellent food for pigs. The sun- 
flower grows best on rich soil, but itis 
less liable to injury from drought 


than corn, and in many places 
it may make a cheaper and 
better feed. The stalks when 


dried are used for fuel, and on many 
western farms they are largely em- 
ployed for that purpose.

The Sun of San Diego mentions the 
fact that a genuine robin redbreast 
was seen at Coronado recently, and it 
wishes good luck to the bird fanciers 
of Portland and ‘Santa Cruz, who, the 
Sun intimates, were instrumental io 
bringing that particular robin to San 
Diego. The genuine robin redbreast 
is a natiue of the San Bernardino 
mountain ranges. In coid weather, or 
when the snow covers the mountain 
tops, hundreds of robins may be seen 
in the valleys among the orchards and 
vineyards about Riverside, Redlands 
and Highlands. This has been the 
case for fifteen years. The bird fan- 
ciers of Oregon can get a supply of 
robius in this part of the State very 
readily, and not be to the trouble of 
sending East for them. .

Other witnesses corroborated OQOs- 
born in the matter of the lame and 
crippled condition of Mrs. Lawrence 
soon after November 8 One of the 
witnesses for the prosecution—a Mrs. 
Side—described with great minutevess 
Mrs. Lawrence’s condition from day to 
day, saying that she had been with the 
deceased allthe time from November 
16 until her death on December 15. 
During these days Mrs. Lawrence was 
low-spirited and in great pain. Wit- 
ness oiten tried tocheer her up, but 
got no encouraging responses. On the 
contrary, Mrs. Lawrence would fre- 
quently say: ‘“‘I shall never get up 
again; I have blood poisoning and that 
is incurable; no, I shail never get 
well.”” Witness, continuing, said: 


leg and there wasaputrid discharge 
from the bone; her hand was alsoina 
terrible condition.” 

The deceased’s step-father, A. A. 
Crawford, was then called ros- 
ecution. Ho had married Mrs, Law- 
rence’s mother at buifalo, N. Y., io 
1877, when deceased was only 13 years 
ofage. He said that Mrs. Lawrence 
was well educated; that she had 
studied and understood medicine very 
well, and that she had made a practice 
of lecturing on various topics. He 
had heard ber lecture in Aubura on 
**Love, Courtship and Marriage.’’ The 
implied irony of this subject seemed to 
impross eyery one in the courtroom. 

The characteristic feature of yester- 
day’s proceedings was that disclosed by 
the defense when permissicn was asked 
by the counsel on that side to admit 
the testimony of one Doyle, a postal- 
clerk, who said that he kvnew Mrs. 
Lawrence, and that a day or so prior 
to November 8th he was in the drug 
store and saw her there on the {floor iu 
astupor,and that he could not tell 
whether she was drunk, or what was 
the matter with her. 

This is regarded as indicating the 
line of defense, which will doubtless be 
to smirch the character of the deceased 
in the attempt to show that she was ad- 
dicjed tothe use of strong drink, or 
opium, or both. Witness had spoken 
to her but got no answer. 

A Mrs. Shanklin was then sworn for 
the prosecution, and said she knew Mrs. 
Lawrence in her lifetime and that she 
(witness) had heard ber (Mrs. Law- 
rence) lecture on a medical subject 
‘‘to women only.’’ Here a motion was 
made to strike out this testimony, and 
it was granted. The prosecution stated 
that they desired to lay the foundation 
for submitting a dying statement of 
Mrs. Lawrence as toherconditioa prior 


the grounds that she was versed in 
medicine and understood her own case. 
This was objected to by defendant's 
attorneys; and, after arguments for 
and against, the court adjourned until 
Tuesday, February 25, pending the de- 
cision of the judge on the point at issue.

THE VINEYARDS OF CALIFORNIA. 


Another important step has been 
taken toward the systematic advertis- 
ing of the resources of California in 
the East. A score of the leading wine 
men of the State have organized to 
establish in Ciiicago a branch exhibit 
of California wines and a café where 
only our wines will be sold. This 
move is said to be the result of a de- 
termination on the part of California 
wine manufacturers to supplant spu- 
rious foreign and domestic wines with 
the solid product of this State. It is 
the intention in time to establish other 


New York, Cincinnati, Philadelphia 
and other large Eastern cities, 
Besides this, an investigation will 
be made of fraud practiced in the East 
by unsctupulous dealers, who pur- 
chase California wine in bulk and 
bottle it with spurious foreign labels. 

The annual report of the Board of 

State Viticultural Commissioners for 
1889-90 is a thick volume of 276 pages. 
By the way, there is a bill before the 
Legislature to abolish this commis- 
sion, which received from the State 
$35,000 two years ago and now asks the 
same amvuunt. The report shows the 
“office expenses’’ of the board for the 
year ending June 3, 1890, to have 
been $9,970, while the experimental! 
work is only charged with $2,704, and 
‘distributing information’’ with %30. 
There seems to be a preponderence of 
office expenses here. 
Regarding the production of wine, 
the report says it has not increased to 
any extent since 1887. The yield of 
1886, 1887 and 1888 was above the 
normal demand for those years, but the 
demand now equals the supply. The 
vintage for 1890 is estimated at 15,- 
000,000 gallons, which is 2,000,000 less 
than in 1888 and the same as in 1887. 
The price paid for wine grapes in 1890 
has varied from $8 a ton for commonto 
$40 aton for choice varieties. These 
prices are considered by the commis- 
sion to be as low as will ever be paid, 
the reaction in the wine market this 
year precluding a repetition of such 
prices. 

The production of brandy during the 
past two years has assumed a relative 
importance to viticulture never before 
attained in the history of the develop- 
ment of the industry in California. The 
yield for 1890 is given as 1,072,957 proof 
gallons, which is the largest in the 
history of the State. 

So much for the viticultural report. 
Turning to the question of over-pro- 
duction of raisins, which was started 
by Viticultural Commissioner West 
and has aroused considerable anxiety 
among vineyardists, we find in the 
Fresno Republican a letter from Geo. 
W. Meade, the well-known raisin 
packer, to L. R. Tuttle of San Fran-' 
cisco, who wrote to that gentleman to 
ask what he thought of Mr. West’s 
statement. Mr. Meade says that while 
Mr. West’s figures are undoubtediy 
correct, has evidently over- 
leoked- the fact that in the case 
of increased railroad facilities the con- 
sumption of green fruit will be largely 
inereased. Millions of pounds of 
Muscat grapes will then be used, 
whereas now the consumption is com- 


| paratively small. 


Mr. Meade believes that in the near 
future we shall have these increased 
facilities of transportation for grapes 
inafresh state, and in addition to 
this he is of the opinion that the con- 
sumption of California raisins in the 
United States can be largely increased 
by some plan which will bring the 
producer and consumer nearer to- 
gether. Kaisins which now leave 
Fresno or other California poiuts in 
sweat-boxes at 5 cents per pound, gen- 
erally find their way into the plum 
puddings of the eastern consumer at 
25 cents per pound. There is in this a 
large margin which should very 
largely increase the consumption of 
California raisins. Very few of the 
packers in California, or the wholesale 
dealers in California raisins, have 
made very much money, so that the 
wide discrepancy between the prices 
above named is largely owing to the 
increase by the retail merchant, and as 
a result raisins are looked upon as a 
luxury, and are only consumed princi- 
pally during the holiday season, when, 
as with these large margins reduced, 
the consumption will be largely aug- 
mented during the remainder of the 
year. 

The vineyardists of California bave 
bad great disadvantages to contend 
with of late years. The outlook for 
the industry is at present better than 
atany period since the inauguration 
of the industry. . :

Perhaps it 
will be of little use, but with your per- 
mission I would like to submit an- 
swers tosome of those “Pregnant Pub- 
lic Questions’”’ so naively propounded 
by your Compton correspondent, who 
subscribes himself as “‘A Member of 
the Alliance,”’ in last Sunday’s Times. 

First. As to whether $50 per capita 
would be too much for the business 


people of the United States, I hope the 
actual farmers of the United States are 
not fooling away their valuable time in 
the discussion of any such silly conun- 
drum. ‘They had much better be employ- 
ing their energies in looking after their 
crops. Every one who has thought of 
this question soberly for ten consecu- 
tive minutes must have reached the 
conclusion that thereis no ascertain- 
able relation which can be expressed 
in figures, between the number of peo- 
ple in. acommunity and the number of 
dollars necessary for them to transact 
their business. Suppose each person 
had his $50. How long wouid it be be- 
fore some of them had $50,000, while 
others of them would have not a cent? 
Money is not wealth, nor the source of 
wealth. It has nointrinsic value, and 
is only valuable as it is exchangeable 
for useful or desirable commodities. 
The only limit to the volume should be 
that which an industrious community 
can find use for, and this limit cannot 
be arbitrarily fixed by the Govern- 
ment. 

It seems to me that one in search of 
knowledge on questions of political 
economy, who arrives at the proper ag- 
gregate of circulating medium in the 
United States by adding to the amount 
of coin in the Federal treasury an is- 
sue of legal tender notes sufficient in 
amount to make. a total equal to $50 
per capita, should be propounding 
questions as to the volume of both coin 
and currency already in circulation. 

Second. Is twenty-five per cent. of 
coin a safe basisfor the issue of United 
States legal tenders? é, 

Certainly not! That is wildcat 
banking. Wehave had quite enough 
of that sort of financial juggiing inthe 
rotten period of this country’s history 
which culminated in the crash of 1857. 
If the national currency were only 
based upon twenty-five per cent., or 
any other per cent, of coin in the treas-' 
ury, it would be worth no more than 
the actual coin it represented. The 
secret of the Government’s complete 
solvency, and the par value of its 
promises to pay, is the fact that it has 
the power to command sufficient coin 
to redeem all its outstanding obliga- 
tions as they mature. Jt is only im- 
portant that there be sufficient on hand 
for current use. 

The third question seems to assume 
thattheissue of $2,482,245,849, legal 
tender notes, would be necessary to 
make the amount of money equal to 
$50 per capita, estimating the popula- 
tion at 63,000,000, This conclusion is 
arrived at by taking it for granted 
that there 1s no money in the country 
worth mentioning save the $667,754,151 
in coin in the United States Treasury. 
And then he wants to know whether 
this issue would “‘ruin the people of 
this country?’’. Possibly not. One 
might safely say certainly not! That 
is, we would not be ruined beyond re- 
covery. Weare a robust people and 
can endure as much foolish legislation 
as any other people onearth. But 
unless we have gone utterly mad ip 
our eagerness to make millionaires of 
a few sharp hucksters, there is no 
good reason why we should enter upon 
new experiments, for the mere pur- 
pose of testing our endurance. Butif 
this investigator means by the “issue”’ 
of this sum, merely placing it with his 
other item of our aggregate of circu- 
lating medium (in the treasury) the 
only injury to the people will be the 
expense of engraving and printing. 
The Government cannot honestly get 
rid of it with advantage to anybody. 

But the fourth question is the one to 
which the inquirer rushes so franticaliy 
and eagerly that he stumbles over his 
premises and fails headlong into wrong 
conclusions. Why should not the Goy- 
ernment loan its money at 2 per cent. 
per annum to the farmers? Before it 
would be safe to loan money to any one 
atan unremunerative rate, the bor- 
rower should be required to answer 
certain pertinent questions.. Why do 
you. find it necessary to borrow? What 
do you want this money for? What 
security can you give? Why should 
youas a class be singied out for this 
favor? 

If you say that you wish to borrow 
because you are unable to earn the 
money cultivating your farm, then you 
are either a bad farmer or are wasting 
your time on land which is worth 
nothing as security for the loan because 
it will not produce value. If you want 
this money to live on while you are 
earning something, we should like to 
know what has become of your previous 
earnings. If you are just making a 
start, you are an apprentice and nota 
farmer. If you need the money to pay 
your election expenses while you are 


running for Congress, you have 
ceased to a farmer, and have 
become politician. If “your 


security is land which wiil not yield a 
living to the tiller it is worthless. If it is 
grain or other farm products of the 
value of 80 per cent. of the money ad- 
vanced, what security bave we that it 
will not have declined in value 50 per 
cent. by the time the meney is due? If 
you say that yeu are entitied to this as 
a matter of right because theffGovern- 
mentis forthe people and you are a 
large number of people, then you 
admit that other people have the same 
right to pledge their property,. real 
and personal, to the Government, 
and borrow money upon the same 
terms. How would that answer? We, 
the butcher, the baker and the 
candlestick-maker are also ‘people 
and would perhaps prefer to borrow 
money at 2 per cent. rather than work 


| for it..Especially isthis true when we 


bave reason to believe from past ob- 
servation that our creditor will mever 
foreclose the mortgage. Indeed the 
money would become so depreciated 
that it would not be deemed worth 
while. Do you demand this, because 
as you say “‘there are five methods of 
loaning national banks money from 
the United States Treasury, without 
interest?” You seem to take excep- 
tion to this. You imply that it is 
wrong. If so will two wrongs make 
a right? Because the Government 
has in the past recklessly loaned 
its credit to public enterprises that 
should have been not only carried out 
at public expense, but by the Govern- 
{ment as a proprietor, is that any rea- 
son why we should play the fool to the 
end of time? The Government should 
not loan you money at 2 per cent. for 
the reason that it has no money to 
loan, Goveroment does not earn a 
dolfar. If she undertakes to loan 
money to you, it will be the money of 
the butcher, the baker and the candle- 
stick-maker, and of every mother’s son 
and daughter in this broad land, 
who, directly or indirectly, con- 
tributes to the “Government fund. 
|'When we, the people, employing the 
agency of the General Government, 
borrowed money in order to pay our 
public debts and keep our credit good, 
we did not borrow it at2 percent. If 


the public finds it for the general good 
to loan her credit to public enterprises 
in which she cannot directly engave as 
a proprietor, we, the butcher, the baker 
and the candle-stick maker have no ob- 
objection. But we do object to class 
legislation, by which the members of a 
respectable calling are to be transform- 
ed into pensioners upon the class to 
which we, ourselves, belong. 

There are so many reasons why this 
thing should not be done, that neither 
time, space, nor patience will hold out 
to enumerate them, It was never 
seriously intended by its —— It 
is a mere sop to Cerberus. There are 
other matters of public interest, in 
which the farmers and ali otber in- 
dustrious business people, are deeply 
concerned, such as the building, own- 
ing and operating of public roads and 
other means of carfying on public 
business, by the public and for the 
public instead of by, and for private 
corporations. 

hese are questions, and 
the evils to corrected are not im- 
aginary. The only question is, shall 
we be compelled to sit down and wait 
until the Farmers’ Alliance has grown 
tired of this new political toy before 
we can attract their attention to pend- 
ing political questions of vital impor- 
tance? Can they be beguiled by any- 
thing so absurdly illusory?

Extreme Unction. 

[A letter, in substance as follows, 
has been handed to Tue TIMEs by a 
Catholic church official ‘in answer to 
certain statements condensed from the 
Chicago Tribune and reprinted in yes- 
terday’s limes. The answer is signed 
Constant Reader,’’ and dated— 

Los ANGELES (Cal.,) Feb. 23, 1891. 
—'lo the Editor of THe The 
“Catholic” whom you credit with an 
answer to your question: “What is 
extreme uuction?”’ must either have 
not learned or have forgotten his cat- 
echism. Elise he wouldn’t have as- 
serted that “‘extreme unction is tbe 
least essentiul of the seven sacraments 
to salvation, and hence the latest uac- 
quisition to the list of sacraments.” 
Your “Catholic” informant also assures 
his readers that “‘extreme unction was 
instituted by Pope Benedict the XLV. 
and other Popes of the Middle Ages 
in order to enable priests to obtain ad- 
mission tothe sick chamber, for the 
purpose of securing largess for the 
church, otherwise the process of an- 
Ointing the dying would be relegated 
to the iaity in extreme cases, as in the 
sacrament of baptism.” Did the 
author of this statement really be- 
lieve, or expect intelligent readers to 

eve, a single word of his 
statements? I cannot persuade my- 
self that intelligent readers are 
so innocent of the doctrine of the Cath- 
olic church. Who does not know that 


before Pope Benedict XLV. was born, 4. 


the sacrament of extreme unction was 
administered for the spiritual strength 
and comfort of dying persons, whether 
rich or poor? Even before ‘*the Popes 
of the Middie Ages who, in company 
with Pope Benedict XLV., instituted 
extreme unction,” this sacrament 
was administered to “millions of Cath- 
olics,’”’ just asit is today to thousands 
and millions of poorer Catholics who 
have nothing to give the priests of the 
church. 1 might refer your ‘‘Catholic”’ 
intormant to the decrees of the Coun- 
cil of Trent, convened about three 
hundred years ago, in order to disprove 
the story he told regarding **Pope Ben- 
edict the X1Vih’s institution of ex- 
treme unction.”’ The latter Pope 
flourished about one hundred yéars 
ago, and wus contemporary with Vol- 
taire, who took the liberty of dedicat- 
ing his works tohim. Refer your cor-. 
respondent to the Seventh Session, 
Can. 11, of the Council of Trent, which 
pronounces against any 
ope who asserts that all _ the 
the sacraments of the new law ‘were 
not instituted by our Lord Jesus 
Christ; or that the aforesaid sacra- 
inonts are not more or fewer than 
seven.”’? But, perbaps, “the Popes of 
the Middle Ages’’ might have insti- 
tuted extreme unction. Refer your 
*Catholic”’ informant again to the rit- 
uals of the Greek Church, and of all 
the eastern sects, which proclaim the 
same seven sacraments. (See Asse- 
mani Compendio Storico, vol, III, No. 
1736.) And let him remember thay 
some of those eastern sects separated 
from their mother, the Latin Church, 
long before the Middle Ages. Do your 
readers believe that our separated 
bretbren would borrow a sacrament 
instituted by our Popes since their 
secession? Surely they are not so 
credulous. May be, howevor, ‘there 
is money in extreme unction,” and 
that its administration—particularly 
to rich people—‘‘pays well.’”’ How, 
then, shall we account for the ad- 
ministration of extreme unction to 
thousands of the poor, who can’t 
pay a cent, as well as_ to 
the few rich? Finally, itis an error to 
suppose the oil of olives blessed by 
Catholic Bishopson Maundy Thursday, 
for the purpose of extreme unction, 
must necessarily be imported from the 
‘‘region of the Mediterranean.”’ Cali- 
fornia abounds iu olive trees just as 
good as are to be found on tie shores 
of the Mediterranean. Lesides oil of 
olives there is another ingredient called 
balsam which the Bishop of the diocese 
biesses on every Maundy Thursday. 
Balsam may be tound in the region of 
the Mediterranean, or in Egypt, or ‘in 
Gilead, and iu several other places. 
“Catholic” also asserts that “ro 
Catholic believes that extreme unction 
remits mortal sins, or in the cases of 
sick persons who have committed some 
venial sins, or in the case of those who 
sin in thonght, extreme unction is ad- 
ministered as a sort of final breast- 
plate or armor to ward off the attacks 
of the devil.”’ Yet a few ljines further 
on “Catholic” informs us that the 
priest—a Catholic of course—" after 
dipping his thumb in the holy oil, 
makes the sign of the cross three 
times’? (wrong again) ‘‘upon the eyes, 
nose, hands and teet of the dying per- 
son, saying in Latin: “Through this 
holy unction, aud his own most tender 
mercy, may the Lord pardon thee, 
whatever sins thou hast committed by 


thy sight,” and how can the assertion.| 


that no Catholic believes that extreme 
unction remits mortal or venial sins of 
any kind, be reconciled with the words 
of the Catholic ritual, which every 
priest administering extreme unctiou 
reads, vjz.: ‘“‘May the Lord pardon 
thee, whatever sins thou hast com- 
mitted?’? May Ifurther ask in what 
authorized atholic © manual or 
ritual can found. the state- 
Inent that extreme unction can 
be administered only to those 
“who bave previously partaken of 
both the sacrament of confessioa, [no 
such sacrament—’tis only part of the 


sacrammeat of penance] and holy com- 


munion, and previous instruction of 
the sick person in‘order to dispose him, 
or her for its worthy reception?”’ 
Can any one vouch for the assertion 
that the late Gen. Sherman was not 
previously instructed as to the nature 
of the sacrament, and the disposition 
requisite to receive it? Has your in- 
formant ever received a letter, (as the

The eagerness with which our fruit 
industry is watched by the moneyed 
institutions of the State indicate an 
interest therein that will give addi- 
tional use for money, with correspond- 
ing benefit. Aidin the extension of 
this enterprise, if needed, should be 
available, as in that way can capital be 
better employed thin in pushing soil 
productions. Itis safer than in other 
mercantile pursuits as arule, and when 
capital does take a start in that direc- 
tion, we will see not only a land of 
bounteous beauty, but of unexcelled 
prosperity as well. 

It remained for the stardy and en- 
terprising man to show what could be 
done, as with all industries, and now 
that capitel no longer fears the experi- 
ment of a new departure, or avenue 
for its use, a greater progress will be 
seen within the next decade than has 
been shown in the entire acre history 
otour State. The multiplication of 
demands for our fruits makes it cer- 
tain that the old system of grain- 
growing, with its multitude of acres 
that are necessary to success, is en- 
tirely out ot proportion to the returns 
made from asmalier area of land in 
the cultivation of fruit. 

To thoroughly populate a country 
with an intelligent people, no better 
agent than fruit-growing could be 
brought forward. 

Land susceptible to fruit-culture 
makes returns of from $100 to $250 per 
acre on an average in ordinary years, 
thus enabling from ten to twenty acres 
to make the returns usually acquired 
from 160 acres in grain-growing. 

A wheat crop a few years since 
amounting to $20,000 or $25,000, at- 
tracted the attention of the world. and 
required hundreds of acres to yield it. 
Now a fruit crop from 500 acres yields 
from $50,000 to $100,000, and is now 
the wonder in money circles. 

These statements to the inexpe- 
rienced seem extravagant, but they 
have been demonstrated in several iu- 
stances during the season just closed, 
which gave us large prices, but we say 

uarter the returns and where can apy 
ther country or industry equal it? 

We are met by objections to these 
statements, by many that had the op- 
portunities to reap the benefit, but 
lacked the conrage to make the ex- 
periment. But facts shown by figures 
are indisputable, and we will in this 
volume show in detail where the re- 
turns from fifty-eight acres of land 
in Sacramento county—forty of 
which is planted to orchard and eigh- 
teen to table-grapes—yielded the past 
season $12,000, or nearly $800 per acre. 
This is an extreme comparison. we 
admit; that geod judgement, care and 
attention brought it about we will 
not deny, but cannot we say the same 
may be accomplished by anyone who 
will give the subject the attention it 
requires?

Qur fruit output for 1890 was in the 
neighborhood of 10,000 carloads of 
fruits in their different states, namely, 
green, driedandcanned. Inaggregate 
this means at least 100,000 tons, which 
means a return to the producers of not 
less than $10,000,000. 

From this grand resource California 
reaps a benefit not elsewhere attaina- 
ble from a like source. While the 
‘great stringency of the money market 
was troubling our eastern brethren 
this State had a-plentiful supply of 
that article to conduct its affairs. 

This condition was due largely to the 
returns from our fruit shipments. 

The increase each season of acreage 
coming into bearing has no effect upon 
the demand thus far. It has not yet 
‘been met, nor do we believe it will for 
some years to come, as we are amply 
protected from such a likelihood on ac- 
count of our State being the only one 
that is able to produce many of the 
staple fruits. 

Then, again, when we realize that 
the sixty-five or seventy millions of 
people in the United States are not our 
only market, and that after supplying 
them the remainder of the world is at 
our demand, we should not hesitate in 
the extension of the business. 

The area of production as a whole is 
small when compared with the remain- 
der of the world where deciduous and 
citrus fruits are not susceptible of cul- 
tivation. 

The progression of the fruit industry 
will be profitable not only to the own- 
er and grower but to the towns of the 
State as well. 

‘The establishment of canneries, the 
additional employment of help, all aid 
the communities at large, and the fu- 
ture of this great State will depend 
largely on thisiaterest. 

We cannot but think the time is ripe

A Title our Presidents Nar- 
rowly Escaped. 


EXTRACTS FROM AN OLD DIARY. 


® Debate In Congress on the Title 
That the President Should 
Bear—John Adams Leant 
Toward Titles. 


Joseph Leggett is publishing in the 
San Francisco Star a series Of interest- 
extracts from the diaries of Senator 
Maclay, a century old. The latest in- 
|. 

The Senate, on the 23rd of April, 
1789, the day before Maclay’s journa, 
begins, had debated the subject of titl es, 
and appointed a committee to report 
thereon atafuture time. In the jour- 
nal for May 24th, 1789, occurs this en- 
try: “*I learn this day that the title 
selected from all the potentates of the 
earth for our President, was to have 
been taken from Poland,-viz: Elective 
Majesty. What royal escape!” On 
the 8th of May, 1789, the committee re- 
ported and the debate was resumed. 
Mr. Lee led” the business. He 
took his old ground—all the world, 
civilized and savage, called for titles; 
that there must be something 
in human nature that occsioned 
this general consent; that therefore he 

-conceived it was right. Here he began 
to enumcrate +many nations who gave 
titles, such as Venice, Genoa and 
others. The Greeks and Romans, it 
was said, had no tities, ‘but’ (making 
a prefound bow to the Chair) you were 
pleased to set us right in this with re- 
spect to the Conscript Fathers, the 
other day.’ Here he repeated the 
Vice-President’s speech of the 23d ult- 
imo, almost verbatim, all over. 

Mr. Elsworth rose. He had apaper 
in his hat which he looked constantly 
at. Herépeated all that Mr. Loe had 
said, but got on the subj-ct of kings— 
declared that the seutence in the 
Primer of *“‘Fear God and honor the 
king” wdasof greatimportance; that 
kings were of divine appointment; that 
Saul, the head andshoulderstaller than 
the rest of the people, was elected by 
God and anvinted by his appointment. 

I sat after he bad done, for a consid- 
erable time, to see if anybody would 
rise. AtlastI gotup, and first ans- 
wered Lee as well as 1 could with 
neafly the same arguments, drawn 
from the constitution, as I had used 
on the 23d ult. I mentioned that within 
the space of twenty years back more 
light had been thrown on the subject 
of governments and on human affairs 
in genera than for several generations 
before, that this light of knowledge 
had diminished the veneration for titles 
and that!nankind now considered 
themssiveses little bound to imitate 
the follies @ civilized nations as the 
brutalities @ savages; that the abuse 
of power ali the fear of bloody mas- 
ters bad exported titles as well as ador- 
ation in soge instances from the trem- 
bling crowf that the impression now 
on the mins of the citizens of those 
States wajthat of horror for kingly 
uuthority, 

Izard gé up. He dwel ost en- 
tirely on be antiquity of Kingly gov- 
ernment. He couid not, however, well 
get furtr back than Poilip of Mace- 
don. Hrseemed to have forgot both 
Homer ad the Bible. He urged for 
sumethiig equivalent to nobility bav- 
ing beercommon among the Romans, 
for theyhad three pumes that seemed 
to answer to honorable, or something 
hike it/oefore, and something behind. 


Carrol rose and took my side of } 


the question. He followed nearly the 
track I hud been in, and dwelt much 
on the information that was pow 
abroad in the world. Hespoke against 
kings. The question was further de- 
bated by Lee, Izurd, Elsworthand Pat- 
terson, but of the latter the journal 
quaintiy says: ‘‘There was no know- 
ing which side he was of. Mr. Lee 
cousidered him. as against bim, and 
answered him; but Patterson finally 


voted with Lee.” Joho Adams 
took a deep interest in the de- 
bate, aud showed his strong 


leauing toward tities. Vice- 
President repeatedly helped tbe speak- 
ers fortitles. Elsworth was enumer- 
ating how common the appellation of 
Presideut was. The Vice-President 
put him in mind that there were presi- 
dents of fire companies and of a cricket 
club. Mr. Lee at another time was 
saying be believed some of the States 
authorized tities by their constitutions. 
The Vice-President, from the chair, 
told him that Connecticut did it. At 
sundry other times be interfered ina 
like manner. I collected myself fora 
last effort. I read the clause in the 
constitution against titles of nobility; 
showed that the spirit of it was against 
not only granting titles by Congress, 
but agaiust the vermission of foreign 
potentates gruuting any titles what- 
ever; that as to kingly government, it 
‘was equally out of the question, as a 
republican government was guaran- 
teed to every State in the Union; that 
they were both equally forbidden 
fruit of the constitution.’”’ The re- 
rt of the Committee on Witles.was re- 
jected. Izard moved **Excellency”’ as 
a title, but withdrew his motion. Les 
proposed.**Highness,”’ with some pre- 
fatory word. ‘he entry proceeds: 
‘‘Now, long barangues were made in 
favor of this title. ‘Elective’ was 
placed before. It was insisted that 
such a dignified title would add greatly 
to the weight and authority of the Gov- 
ernment both at home and abroad. I[ 
declared myself totally of a different 
opinion; and that at present it was 
impossible to add to the respect enter- 
tained for Gen. Washington; that if 
you gave him the title of any foreign 
nce or potentate, a belief would fol- 
ow that the manners of that prince 
and his modes of government would 
be adopted by the President. * * * 
‘That particularly ‘elective highness,’ 
‘which sounded nearly like ‘‘elect- 
oral highness,’ would have a 
most ungrateful 
thousands of industrious. citizens, 
who bave fled from German op- 
pression; that: ‘highness’ was part of 
the title of a prince or princes of: the 
blood, and was often given to dukes, 
that it was degrading our President to 
place bim on a par with any prince of 
any blood in Europe, nor was there 
one of them that could enter the list of 
true glory with him.” The debate 
ended late in the day by the appoint- 
ment of a committee “to consider of a 
title to be given to the President.” 
The conclusion reached by Maclay is 
thus stated: “This whole silly busi- 
ness isthe work of Mr. Adams and 
Mr, Lee; Izard follows Lee, and the 
New England men, who always herd 
together, follow Mr. Adams.”’ 

It is, 1 think, safe to say that the 
foregoing extracts will come to the or- 
dinary American leader with some- 
thing like a new revelation, and 
greatly modify the received notions of 
some prominent pawes in the bistory 
of our country.

RUSSIAN FUR SEALS. 


Interesting Gossip About the Recent 


Lease. 
{San Francisco Chronicle. | 

During the early part of the month 
news was received in this city that the 
Russian government had granted a 
lease of the islands of the Kommander 
group to a St. Petersburg furrier 
named Groenwaldt. This lease per- 
mits the killing of fur seals om Copper, 
Bering aod bbin islands. And it 
was also stated that the North Ameri- 
can Commercial Company, consisting 
of Messrs. Liebes, Tevis and: Mitis, 
were to be sub-lessees under the lease. 
Strange to tell, Christopber Buckiey, 
the old _ boss of the San Francisco 
Democracy, a to have been con- 
nected in a peculiar manner with the 
transactions. 

Hermano Liebes is now and has 
been for some time at Nice for the ben- 
efit of his health, aud the blind boss 
has also honored the city on the shores 
of the Mediterranean with hia pres- 
ence, 

According to the tenor of a private 
letier recently received in this city, the 
two San Franciscaus were strolling 
on the marine parade at Nice one fine 
warm day. Shortly after Groenwalidt 
arrived, fresh from the capital of the 
Czar, with the lease of the islands in 
his pocket. Interviews with the Rus- 
sian fur dealer and tie California co- 
partner of Tevis and Milis bad been 
frequent, andin a moment of new- 
born confidence Liebes told Buck- 


ley that he obtained a _ gsub- 
lease of the Groenwaldt  con- 
tract. It is charged that Buck- 


ley divulged the interesting news, but 
atany rate within a few hours the 
news became public property, As a 
matter of interest the item was pub- 
lished in the Paris edition of the New 
York Herald of Jauuary 21, last. 
When the Herald of that date reached 
Nice,Groenwaldt became very angry 
at such news being disseminated. fie 
absolutely denied that any sub-lease 
had been made. The Herald corre- 
spondent, bowever, wrote to Buckley, 
and the following reply was returned 
over the Brush-street magnate’s signa- 
ture: 

**Liebes informed me that he and 
his partners had acquired control ef 
the Russian as wellas of the Ameri- 
can contracts.”’ 

Both Buckley and a person in bis 
company heard Liebes make the above 
declaration, and are ready to give afli- 
davits to that effect. Hermann 
Liebes, in Groenwaldt’s presence, said 
that *‘Buckley must have misunder- 
stood me; my company has no share in 
the Russian lease.”’ 

Groenwaldt added: ‘‘We have ob- 
tained the lease from the Russian gov- 
ernment, and no foreigners can have 
any interest or become partners with 
us. Liebes, Tevis and Mills bid against 
us, and their bids were next highest to 
ours, but they could not get the lease, 
as they are not Russian subjects. My 
government will send cruisers this 
year to protect the seal islands against 
poachers and guard our interests ina 
thorough manner.”’ 

The letter in question concludes 
with the statement that several otber 
persons at Nice besides Buckley have 
been informed that the North Ameri- 
can Commercial is interested in the 
government contract. 


The Census and City Populations. 

The population of the United States 
has increased between 1880 and i890 
from 50,000,000 to 64,000,000, or about 
26 per cent. Deductiug the urban popu- 
lation, the increase of rural population 
is found to be only 8 per cent., while the 
increase of the urban population is more 
than 57 percent. This classification of 
urban population includes only cities of 
8,000 inhabitants and upward. If the 
classification should embrace cities of 
4,000 inhabitants and upward it would 
undoubtedly appear that the rural popu- 
lation had decreased during the decade, 
while the total increase would be in the 
cities. This general result has been 
brought about notwithstanding the im- 
mense increase in population in the rural 
districts in extreme western states, such 
as the Dakotas, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Arkansas and Texas. 

The following table shows the increase 
of the total population of several states 
and the increase of the city population:

The percentages of the increase of city 
population to the whole increase of popu- 
lation between 1880 and 1890 in several 
states are as follows: In Maine there 
was an actual decrease of rural popula 
tion, the increase in cities being more 
than the total: increase in the state. In 
Massachusetts the increase in cities was 
GO per cent. of the whole increase; in 
Connecticut 95 per cent.; in Rhode Isl- 
and 70 per cent.; in Nw York more 
than 75 per cent.; in Pennsylvania near- 
ly 50 per cent.; in Ohio more than 50 per 
cent.; in Ilinois 87 per cent.— William 
M,. Springer in Forum. 


Protcclion for Retailers. 
A novel idea has been presented to the 
English trade to meet the competition 


retailing their own goods. 
posed to form a company with a capital 
stock of $100,000. This company will 
pay cash for the goods, which will be re- 


penses. The object of the company is 


at the lowest wholesale prices for cash, 
without reference to the quantity bonght. 
By this plan of co-operative buying it 
is figured that a great saving can be 
made over the regular way of buying in 
small lots by retailers, who lose the 
trade discounts and other items, which 
it is estimated make a total of about 15 
percent. The maltiple shop competi- 
tion is said to be bearing heavily on the 
small retailers, and some plan of this 
kind is necessary if they are not to be 
crowded out. The idea is an excellent 
one, but whether it can be made a prac- 
tical success or not remains to be seen. 
—New York Commercial Advertiser

PUBLIC AND PRIVATE MORALS. 


A New . Hlustrated Weekly—The 
Book Trade-—Young Justin 
McCarthy — Sir Frederic 
Leighton's Pictures. 


LONDON, Feb. 7, 1891.—[Special cor- 
respondence of Tur Timés.| There is - 
an interesting controversy going on— 
it. has not yet reached the newspaper 
stage—as to who is the writer of the 
clever article on “Public Life and Pri- 
vate Morals,’’ signed ‘*M.”’ in the cur- 
rent number of the Fortnightly Re- 
view. The article in question is an 
exceedingly smart, if patently specious, 
defense of adultery, which the writer 
regards as au offense of considerably 
less magnitude than (say) cheating at 
cards. Everybody is asking the name 
of the man whom the initial **M.’’ is 
supposed to conceal” I it 
on good authority that the article 
was written by the Duke of Mari- 
borougb—a view of, the matter which 
is strongly supported by internal evi- 
dence. On the other hand, it is urged 
that the paper is much too clever io be 
written by a duke, and that it is un- 
doubtedly the work of Mr. W. H. Mal- 
lock, the clever author of ‘The New 
Republic.’’ To this view, if I may so 
put it, the editor of the Fortnightly 
Keview himseif strongly inclines. 

Let us glance for a moment at the 
pros and cons of the case; It has to be 
remembered, as ugainst the Maillock 
theory of authorship (1) that nearly all 
Mr. Mallock’s contributions to periodi- 
cal literature have first seen the light 
in the Nineteenth Century; and (2) 
that there 1s absolutely no earthly 
reason why he, a professional literary 
man, and the exponent of philosophi- 
cal conservatism, should desire to 
conceal his identity behind what 
would be for him so transparent 
@ signature. In support of the 
Marlborough theory.of authorship, I 
may pointout that the duke is an ex- 
ceedingly cleyer man, and one, more- 
over, who has of late years writien a 
good deal for newspapers and maga- 
zines, Finally, I cannot imagine Mr. 
W. H. Mallock, who is a scholar of 
some repute, speaking of Francesco di 
Rimini(which the Pall Mall Gazette 
incorrectly corrects to Francesca da 


Rimini) as the person referred 
to in that episode of Dante’s 
‘*Inferno,’’ which, as Leigh 


Hunt once remarked, ‘“‘stands like a 
lily inthe mouth of ‘Tartarus,”’ Nor 
do I think Mr. Mallock would have 
attributed Macauley’s remark con- 
cerning our “periodical fits of moral- 
ity’? to Lord Beaconstield. These are 
distinctly the mistakes of a ciever but 
superticially-read man. 

There is yet one more controversy in 
connection with which I must say a 
word. Iam not going to discuss the 
question as to who wrote Gen. Booth’s 
book, or as to what is to become of the 
profits. I simply want to tell a story 
of the most acute critic of the scheme 
—the venerable scientist, Prof. Huxley. 
The anecdote is not exactly literary, 
but it is too good not to be put upon 
record. The other day a young oflicer 
of the Salvation Army conceived a wild 
and burning desire to convert Prof. 
Huxley. aving received the permis- 
sion and blessing of headquarters, he 
hurried off to the great agnostic’s 
country abode, where he was kiudly 
received by the ever-courteous profes- 
sor. The ardent “‘lieutenant’’ at 
once began the attack. He informed 
Professor Huxley that he was getting 
old—he is midway between sixty and 
seventy in point of frct—and told him 
that the time had nowcome when he 
should mend his ways, and make 
peace with hisGod. “Returnto your 
God!’ Exclaimed the evangelist, with 
all the force and fervor of the Salva- 
tion Army platform. ‘Return to your 
God! or you will be eternally damned.”

than is justified by the actual scientific 
facts. With this assumption, no one 
can doubt that Koch has made one of 
the most important discoveries in the 
history of medicine. If it be true that 
“phthisis in the beginning can be cured 
with certainty,” it is possible, if not 
probable, that consumption may be 
cured in the later stages by supplement- 
ing the injections by general hygienic 
measures of treatment, antiseptic inha- 
lations and so on, which have already 
been found useful. 

The direct value of the discovery of a 
means of curing a disease which is re- 
sponsible for one tenth of the deaths 
from all causes, including violence, is 
indeed great; but the imagination al- 
most fails to grasp the importance of the 
method extended to other diseases pro- 
duced by micro-organisms. If we know 
the exact mechanism of the cure for con- 
sumption, it is certain that we shall soon 
be able to successfully apply this knowl- 
edge to the study of other diseases. 

It is possible, in the Tight of what has 
recenily been accomplished by Koch, 
that in the near futuro many curative 
lymphs will be discovered, each produced 
by the special micro-organism of each 
disease. It would then be not too much 
to expect that these agents would prompt- 
ly arrest the different diseases to which 
they are applicable. For example: The 


| typhoid lymph, the diphtheric lymph, 


the lymph for measles, scarlet fever, etc., 
would promptly arrest these diseases and 
save patients from the degenerations and 
the accidents which are liable to occur 
when these diseases are allowed to ran 
their course, and that convalescence will 
be prompt because the diseases have not 
produced damage whielt can only be re- 
paired by time. Truly this would be a 
revolution in medicine, and it now scems 
to be impending.—Dr. Austin Flint in 
Forum.
